NEW YORK, March 2.—The 
morning prints the dollowing 
Havana: 

When I entered Gomez's tent a few days 
ago he was dictating to his two secretaries. 
He is writing his recollections of the war. 
“He writes or dictates four hours a day,” 
said Dr. Andrade of Gomez's staff. 

While he was speaking rifle volleys were 
heard from the south. They made us un- 
derstand that @ Spanish column wag pass- 
ing near by. Not a single shot from the 
Cubans was heard. A few minutes later 
the volleys ceased. I looked at Gomez's 
tent, but could not discover the least sign 
of excitement there. Nobody moved; it 
Was as if nothing had happened. Ten 
minutes later the volleys were repeated at 
a, point nearer us, as if an.attack were to 
be made on the camp. I looked around; 
every one was quiet and unheeding. The 
volleys continued. A Cuban officer on horse- 
back came up on the gallop, dismounted 
near the tent and entered. A few mo- 
ments afterwards he came out and rode 
away rapidly on his horse in the direction 
of the firing. 

After half an hour the fire of the Cubans 
began. The Spanish volleys continued, but 
rew fainter until they could<be heard no 
JjJonger. I learned afterward that a Spanish 
‘column of 3,000 men had passed near the 
camp and had been driven out of line 
through Gomez's camp by a Cuban force 
under orders from headquarters. Gomez 
did not make the least movement when he 
heard the volleys, so sure was he of the 
result. As he received reports from the of- 
ficers he interrupted his work only long 
enough to give his orders. 

“He knows the Spaniards so well,’’ said 
Dr. Andradé, “that he can tell from the 
sound of their firing whether they are going 
to make a serious attack or not.”

“TIT have been assailed lately by American 
correspondents,’’ said Gen. Gomez, ‘‘and 
suppose that the American public is well 
aware now of the fact that we want only 
the absolute epnaence of the island 
from Spain. But there is one thing that I 
wish to add that it may be clearly under- 
stood by every man inthe United States, 
sapeoiatly as it appears that the Adminis- 
tration will not be in the hands of men 
who love more dearly the honor of the 
nation. What I should like every American 
to know is this: 

“We do not seek to involve the United 
States in a war with Spain. It is not our 
fault if the savage warfare of the Spaniards 
rouses the civilized world, and if the Span.

THE DAUNTLESS WINS. 


But the Vesuvius Prevents Her From 
Going to Sea. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 2.—In the 
United States Court W. A. Bisbee and his 
tug Dauntless scored.a signal victory when 
Judge Locke granted a temporary injunc- 
tion restraining the Collector of Customs 
and wp Kilgore of the Revenue cutter 
Boutwell from interfering with the Daunt- 
less, and ordered her release on a bond of 
$15,000. The bond will be given and the tug 
will then go to sea if her owner desires her 
to do so. In his order Judge Locke said: 

‘I find no authority granting the Secretary 
of the Treasury the right to use the rev- 
enue, marine or custom officials to prevent 
by force or threatened force that freedom 
of motion which is the privilege of every 
vessel which does not transgress the law 
I also find that there is no power conferred 
upon the Secretary of the Treasury to in- 
sist upon a Treasury or marine officer to 
board a vessel to watch and control her 
movements to to prevent by force the legi- 
timate conduct of her marine or navigation 
affairs.”’ 

Mr. Bisbee applied for clearance papers 
to Naussau, P., and also for permission 
to go to Brunswick, Ga., both of which were 
refused. The Dauntless, nevertheless, 
started down the river yesterday afternoon, 
but was turned back by the Vesuvius.- Mr. 
Bisbee says that he will give bond and will 
go to sea unless forcibly detained. 


TRUTH ABOUT GEN. LEE. 


His Messages to the Staie Department 
Received by the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D..C., March 2.—Presi- 
dent Cleveland has sent to the Senate cor- 
réspondence relating to American citizens 
arrested in Cuba.

the telegrams in the case of Charles Scott, 
which follow, being telegrams sent by Con- 
sul General Lee to the State Department.

On Feb. 20 Mr. Lee telegraphed as follows 
to the State Department: 

“Charles Scott, a citizen of the.United 
States, arrested at Regla. No charge 

iven. Been without communication in 
ail in Havana 264 hours. Cannot stand 
another Ruiz murder,’ and have de- 
manded his release. How many war ves- 
sels at Key West or within reach, and 
will they be ordered here at once if nec- 
essary to sustain demand? : 

(Signed) “LEE.” 
On the 23d he said in a cable message: 

“Situation simple. Experience at 
Guanabacoa made it my duty to de- 
mand before too late that another 
American who had been incommuni- 
cado twenty-four hours be released 
from said incommunicado and did so in 
courteous terms. If you support it and 
Scott is so released the trouble will ter- 
minate. If you do not, I must depart. 
All others arrested with Scott have been 
put in communication. Why should the 
only American in the lot not be? He 
has been incommunicado for 338 hours. 

(Signed) “LEE.” 
Later on the same day, the 23d ult., Gen. 
Lee wired: 

“Demand complied with. Scott re- 
leased from incommunicado to-day on 
demand after fourteen days’ solitary 
confinement in cell 5xil feet, damp. 
water on bottom of cell. Not allowed 
anything to sleep on but chair. Was 
charged with having Cuban postage 
stamps in the house. Scott says went 
always twelve hours without water; 
once two days. He was employe. of 
American Gas Company.”’ 

The most voluminous correspondence is 
that in. the case of Sylvester Scovel, New 
York correspondent, who was arrested on 
Feb. 56 The documents furnished show 
that Mr. Lee promptly notified the State 
Department, and that Mr. Olney responde‘4 
immediately directing him to see that al) 
of Scovel’s rights as an American citizen 
were protected.

J. Casanos, arrested Feb. 13, but on what 
charge does not appear.

The Ambassadors Delay Action, but 
the Admirals Will Send an 
Ultimatum.

There Are Many Departments Which 
Are Not Hampered by the 
Civil Service Law.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2.—Presi- 
Gent-clect McKinley will find seekers for 
office for ‘every place at his disposal. The 
Blue Book has been studied carefully by 
hundreds of citizens anxious to serve their 
country, and though the civil service law 
has restricted to a great extent the num- 
ber of places at his disposal, there nematin 
many desirable billets, aside from the Cabi- 
net, whose composition has been practically 
complete for some time. 

Of all the branches cf the Executive ser- 
viee none offers such attractions as the De- 
partment of State. The aegis of civil ser- 
vice_reform protects very little of the for- 
e'gn service, and from its stately ambas- 
gadorship, the coveted resting places of the 
wealthy and foremost of politicians, down 
through the long list of nnnistries and con- 
palates general and consulates to the small- 
est commercial agency in some remote cor- 
ner of the world, no place is without its at- 
traction to some one. 

The depariment itself is well protected, 
for‘in its whole organization only three 
destra ble places are open to appointment 
by selection, the Attorney General havin 
hel4é that the chief cierk and chiefs o 
division are subject to appointment under 
civl® service rules. These three places are 
those of the assistant secretaries, with 
salaries of $4,500 and $3,500 attached, but, 
by a custoin as fixed in its operation as 
law, one and perhaps two of these are 
fille by promotion from the best talent in 
the’service and are rarely subject to change. 

The spoils iie outside, in the representa- 
t'on abroad.

No field embraces more positions over 
whieh contests will be made by — 
candidates than the postal service. here 
are just 70,612 post offices in the country, 
and most of these change hands with every 
administration. Of these over 66,500 are 
fourth-class post offices, and 20,000 of these 
66.000 are money order offices, or ones that 
pay well. The retiring administration is 
the first one to fix a four-year tenure of 
office, but this, of course, is not binding. 
These fourth-class appointments will be 
made all through the four years of the in- 
com'!ng administration. Of the presidential 
post offices, about 250 will be at the disposal 
of Mr. McKinley during his first month in 
office. There are forty cases of presidential 
postmasters’ commissions already expired, 
not acted on by the Post Office Depart- 
ment, and thirty-eight more will expire 
during March. 


There are 129 nominations of presidential 
postmasters upon which the Senate has so 
far taken no action, and probably 100 of 
these will be returned to the Post-¢office 
Department without senatorial action, and 
thus be left to McKinley men.

AN ASSESSMENT. 


QUEER PHASE OF THE EDISON RE. 
ORGANIZATION SCHEME. 


STOCKHOLDERS FROZEN OUT. 


Two Shares of Stock and $6 Will En- 
title Them to One Share in 
the New Company. 


Holders of stock in the Edison Illuminat- 
ing Co. of St. Louis have thirty days in 
which to surrender their securities under 
the proposed plan of reorganization. 

Stock or bond holders in the big eléctric 
corporation who stay out after April 1, 1897, 
can get into the reorganigatian only on such 
terms as the reorganization committee may 
impose. 

This is a delicate intimation that if the 
proposed reorganization is not accomplished | 


by voluntary compliance among the stock- 
holders, a friendly foreclosure suit will ac- 
complish the result and leave soreheads out 
in the cold. 

The company doesn’t want a suit, as it is 
expefisive and will not leave them in as good 
shape as a voluntary reorganization. 

There has been a change in the plan of 
reorganization er published: Accord- 
ing to a secret pamphlet issued by the re- 
peg f 5 committee the new company 
will issue the following securities: 

Four million dollars thirty year 5 per cent 
gold bonds, secured by mortgage or. deed of 
trust on all property acquired by the com- 
mittee at foreclosure sale or otherwise, 
and upon the conduits to be built and also 
upon the Missour™plant, subject to previous 
Mortgages thereon aggregating $1. 140,000. 

Thirty-eight hundred of the new bonds 
will be of the face value of $1,000 each and 
400 will be of the face value of $500 .each. 
All will bear interest from Feb. 1, 1897, at 5 
per cent, payable semi-annually. 

Cumulative 6 r cent first preferred 
stock for $2,000,000, divided into) 20,000 shares 
of the par value of $100 each, ten common 
stock for $2,000,000, divided into 200,000 shares 
of the par value of $100 each. 

One million and one hundred thousand 
dollars of the bonds will be reserved to re- 
deem the Missouri bonds as they mature: 
$500,000 of them will be reserved for the 
construction of the conduits, and $400,000 
wil} be reserved for'the payment of the 
floating debt. The remaining $2,000,000. will 
be delivered to holders of the bonds of the 
Edison Co. 

The preferred stock will entitle the holder 
to a 5 per cent.annual dividend if earned. If 
not earned and paid In any given year, then 
all arrears on this account must be paid he- 
fore any dividend is declared or paid on the 
common stock. Five shares of this cumula- 
tive preferred stock will be given for each 
surrendered bond of the Edison compuiuny. 

The common stock will be distributed to- 
the stockholders of the Edison company who 
surrender their stOck and pay an assessment 
of a share, For each share of Edison 
stock and $3 surrendered half a share of com- 
mon stock of the new company will be 
given, 

As there are 2),000 shares of common stock 
in the new company, thf plan will realize 
$120,000, the amount necessary to pay the 
bonded interest that was due Feb. 1. 

As it is known that the company had 
money on hand to meet the interest charge, 
the $3 assessment is raising a big kick, but 
the reorganizers have taken steps to squelch 
the kickers by announcing that responsible 
parties have agreed to underwrite the pay- 
ment of the assessment of $3 a share on 
such portion of the 40,000 shares of Edison 
stock as shall not be deposited. By so do- 
ing they will acquire the rights of the 
original shareholders. 

@ pian as outlined will result in a re- 
duction of the fixed charges of the com- 
pany from $306,000 to $211,000. 

To accomplish this end the Edison stock- 
holders are mulcted for two shares of stock 
of the face yolee of $100 each and $6 to ac- 
— one share of common stock of the 
ace value of $100 in the new company. The 
bondholders have to take 5 instead of 6 per 
cent securities. 

In proposing the plan of organization the 
committee says bluntly: ‘It is not only es- 
sential that the property earn enough to 
pay its interest and the dividend on the 
pre stock, but it should also be placed 
on a basis which will enable it to meet all | 
y+ cera competition that may arise in the 

ure.”’ 


The latter phage is more significantly 
hinted at in the terms or agreement- be- 
tween the surrendering stockholder and the 
reorganizing committee. They reserve to 
themselves the power to act “to prevent or 
avoid opposition to or interference with the 
Bticcessful operation of their plants and 
property.”’

They took 
these two boxes with them. 

They turned their attention to the smaller 
safe, in which .Mr. Comfort usually keeps 
his cash, after ‘breaking open all the desks 
and drawers in the office in search of valu- 
apies. :

Walter Williams was held by Coroner 
Wait’s jury Tuesday afternoon as-one of the 
two men responsible for the death of El- 
more Nelson, the negro woman who was 
killed Sunday flight at Thirteenth and Pine 
streets.

gene Moorman were named as accessories.

Williams, who is an undersized darkey, 
testified before the Coroner's jury. He said 
he was President of the euchre club of 
which Kelly, Dailor and Moorman were 
members, and that the club had broken up 
in a row. He admitted that each man had a 
pistol and was prepared for. trouble. 

“IT saw some fellow whom I don’t know 

squabbling on the corner with Kelly,’ said 
Williams. “I went up to ask what was the 
trouble, and he hit both Kelly and me. 
Then sbme woman pushed us apart. I don't 
know who she was. Then this unknown 
man commenced shooting at Bush Kelly 
and at me. He shot three times. Bush shot 
and I shot and four or five others shot,. too, 
The woman who got killed was standing 
behind me. If she hadn't run she wouldn’t 
have got hurt. I didn’t know she was shot 
until the trouble was over."’ 
Bush Kelly testified that it was Walter 
Williams who was ahasreling With. the un- 
known man. The unknown began shooting 
at Williams, who had hit him. The women 
were running in every direction, so it was 
hard to tell who shot her.

PLANNING FOR A NEW BANK. 


Receiver Stone Is Hard at Work Mas- 
tering the Condition of the 
Wrecked Institution. 


Receiver William J. Stone of the defunct 
Mullanphy Savings Bank held a long con- 
ference Tuesday morning with Cashier L. 
G. Kammerer of that institution. It took 
place by appointment in a private room at 
the offices of the, St. Louis Trast Coa.; 
Fourth and Locust streets. 

According to the two gentlemen eR | 


its purpose was to acquaint the reteiver 


with the information possessed by the 
cashier with reference to the details of the 
bank’s condition, After a two hours’ con- 
gultation and they went away together. 

“There is nothing new in fhe situation 
this morning,’’ said ex-Gov. Stone to a Post- 
Dispatch man when he came out of the 
room. ““Mr. Kammerer has been acquainting 
me with the facts as to rents and aimilar 
matters in order that I may hurry along 
my examination and master the mass of 
details as readily as possible. There has as 
yet been no meeting of the Board of Dt- 
rectors. They will probably get together 
this afternoon and complete the transfer to 
me of titles to all the property held in the 
name of the bank. As a _ precautionary 
measure, however; pending this action, 
there have been sent to Chicago and other 
points outside of the State where property is 
owned by the bank, copies of the court's de- 
cree with reference to the receivership, in 
order that there may be no misunderstand- 
ing as to the status of this re:

interested are Caspar Gestring, F, -S. 
Bolte, Joseph Marks and Henry Klages. J. 
H. Rottmann’s nume has also been con- 
nected with the enterprise, but he declares 
that he is shoroughly sick of the banking 
business and that ij! not go in. . 

Certain other capitalists, among them 
Peter Saussenthaler, who was fayored by 
the directors for receiver, have been ap- 
proached and are said to look with favor on 
the plan. 

The exact modus operandi of the reorgan- 
ization is not known. In fact, it is hardly 
Outlined tn the minds of those who are 
Considering it. Not much ean be done 
toward furthering it until the receiver is 
sufficiently informed to ge oy 2 propo- 
sitions which may be made to Aim. Even 
Should the scheme go bala it will be in 
@il probability at least a month before the 
new organization could be effected. 

Counese!] has been taken with ex-Judge 
Lubke, attorney for the directors, and he 
looks upon the proposition as being feasible. 
He thinks that the bank would not only

ut that it would also assist materially in 
straight*ning the old bank's affairs.

ED BUTLER’S PLAN TQ MAKE 
TROUBLE DENOUNCED. : 


THE FIRST WARD OBJECTS.

MUCH INTEREST IN THE COMING 
ST. LOUIS CONFERENCE, 


BISHOP CRANSTON IN CHARGE. 


Only Two New Appointments Expect- 
ed to Be Made in the Pastor- 
ates of Churches. 


Interest in Methodist circles is centered on 
the approaching annual St, Louis Confer- 
ence, which meets in Nevada, Mo, one 
week from Wednesday. 

This week the ministers are closing their 
reports for the year and making ready for 
the most important event in their year. 
The presiding officer of the body this year 
will be the recently elected Bishop, Earl 
Cranston, formerly senior agent of the 
Western Methodist Book Concern, located in 
Cincinnati. 

He is widely known in St. Louis and 
throughout the State. This will be his first 
visit to Missouri since being created Bishop, 
At the close of the St. Louis Conference he 
holds the-Central Missouri Conference in 
Kansas City, on March 18, and the Missouri 
Conference in Bethany, on March 2. 

It is probable but two appointments will 
be made by next week’s Meeting. The Rev, 


E. P. Anderson of the Carondelet Church 
has served &he full pastoral term of five 
years, and under the constitution of the 
church must change. Ministers of the other 
city charges have not-reached this time 
limit, and are expected to be retained. 

The other change will be in the pastor of 
Union Church at Garrison and Lucas ave- 
nues. The Rev. Dr. W. G. Williams, while 
much benefited 4 his recent Southern 
trip, will give up the work and go abroad. 
It is not probable that he will resume active 
duty until his health has been fully re- 
stored. He will remain in charge of the 
church until his successor is appointed.

This conference, and all spring confer- 
ences, will be called upon to vote once 
more upon a..constitutional amendment 
which will permit women to be elected as 
delegates in the General Conference.

urther North the berries have not begun 
to ripen. 

The fruit market is getting down to staple 
lines, Good, table M grapes still 
hold out at 2% cents a pound, The new crop 
will not be in. for several months. 

The oranges we get are now coming from 
California and Mexico. The Mexican fruit 
is a little stiff in price, owing to the tariff, 
but it is firm and sweet and in good 
mand. California navels retain a popular 
hold, retailing for 2 cents to 30 cents a 
ogen.

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CITY HAS A SCHEME TO BENEFIT

BILL BEFORE THE ASSEMBLY. 
Property Claimed Under an Old Law 


to Be Redeemed by Holders Un- 
der Certain Conditions.

redeemed upon certain conditions. 

In cases where the property was pur- 
chased by the city under a judgment or 
execution, there may be paid into the City 
Treasury one-half of the amount of the
